Why can we read a story concerning
a pecullar stons that reflects hate or anger
when the wvillaln Is around and Inugh ot
the abpurdity of the self-same story when
it t& thrown on the screen?

It Is the difference In two mental Im-
pressions. Fundamentally there is no dif-
farence, The same faults can be, found In
both the written atory nnd the ploturized
verglon. Probably every one has read a
story that would geem to make an (denl
ploeture, Yot If this story was ploturized
the weonlknesses {t would disolose, many
timen, would be startling.

Coincldence can be tolerated only so far.
After n certaln polnt the audlence becomen
ukeptical, Tia glkepticism turns to laughiter
and o good production is apolled. Experi-
enced neennrio writern, In preparing a story
for production, often spend days trying to
avold colnoldence,

. An exampls comes to mind in connection
with a fortheoming Metro pleture,

How many times have wa all seen a man
plck up o newspaper and discover an item
just at the moment when he should dis-
cover It. It Is acoldental, If the discovery
were made at any other time in the ploture
It would not be mo affective.

In the Metro pleturs mentioned above [t
was necessary for the hero to make such a
discovery. Some boys In a Western min-
Ing camp ndvertime for n wife for one of
their number. At first Lewls, as this char-
acter la called, la Indignant, but, on ro-
celving a plcture of u pretty girl, whom
we have meen to be In difficultien In o
nelghboring clty, he resolves to aceept, und

AR the story was originally written, Lewia
In supposed to have sérious (roubles In
hin mind an to, (he advisability of his acs
eepting the wirl the boys have advertised
for, and, aceldentally pleking up the paper,
e reads the aliove-mentlonsd clipping, It
decldes the matter for him.  He resolves lo
teat It befora phe nrrives, Heo has & mine
which he thinks [s worthless, and ha leaves
this to the girl, together with a note to
the bhoys, and departs

Matro will not even allow n colnoldental
discovery of thie kind In one of thair ple-
turen, although just such distoverien mnake
up life, of the drama, or fletlon, We get
around It by having an old minlaterial bar-
tenider of the Thred Cheern Baloon shaka hin
head every time Lewis mentlons his np-
proaching marringe,

Finally, coming to Lewla' eablin. he re.

Neollie is about to read when we flash in-
nide to the boss, He pushes a button, ring-
Ing & bell In the outer office. Ar Nellle
starte to read ghe hears the bell calling her
inside. Bhe pleks up her notebook and
pencll and starts inslde.

Then we have n finnl scene belween the
promoter and the herolne. Ha selzes her
mndly in his arms nnd {s about to kiss her,
when a partner of the promoter bursts in
with some Important news. Nellle escapes,
broken-hearted, and returns to her desk,
Thera she nobs over the paper that she had
started to read when called Inslde. In a
most natural way her eyes light on the
article.

She resolves to answer It, and doens wo,
Wo accompliih something else by taking
this round-about course. Instinctively we
rebel mt the |den of o fine voung glrl. our
herolne, anawering un advertisement of this
noture,

Weo can, however, concelve of her an-

swering thin advertisement In a moment of
wnger and when her pride s wounded,
Then It Is anything to escape. Bha would
do things then that ahe never would attempt
in & calmer momaent.
Of course, wa must, to be logleal. show
why—rnotice the “why?' agnin she octu-
ally leaves, Bhe might answer the advers
tisarnent under the stress of emotlon, but
time must elapse before she gets an an-
swor, In this time she has naturally re-
gnined her self-control. This waus all cov-
erad in the seript.

WILSON “UP AGAINST IT”
IN MEXICO, SAYS VIENNA

Tageblatt Welcomes Row to Di-
vert American Supplies From
Entente Powers

VIENNA, June 20—The Tageblatt, the
first Austrian newapaper to comment on the
Mexioan situation, expresses the opinlon
that the United States s committed lrre-
trievably to an imperialistie policy which
alma at the anneéxation not only of Mexico
but of all Central America. It regards the
prosent situation ae merely the logical out-
eome of the Imperialistic policy which, #
says, was begun under the Cleveland Ad.
ministration, and to which the United States
became wedded by the Spanish-Americian
War,

The Tageblatt suggests that the unrest
In Mexico since the Diag regime has been
fomented secratly by American money to
create & pitustion which appears to warrant
Interference, ostenmilly In the Interest of
peaoe,

The whole situation, the Berliner Tuge-
blatt continues, may moan the inaugura-
tion of a dootrine to parallel the Monroe
Dootrine, namely, “Latin-America for Latin.
Americans.’

Having established, ay it belleves, the ¢x-
jstence of an overwhelming Iimperialistic
and annexationist polley ‘n the United
States, the Berliner Tagehlatt proceads
to criticlse It severely—not because L ja
wrong, but because the United Stites la un-
prepured for war. and becauss typical
American haste in this case has become pre-
mature precipitation.

Regarding Prealdent Wilson, the Berliner
Tugeblatt says In concluglon:

‘“The profesor of the great und good (deas
and his country are about to be gravely dis-
wppolnted. He belleved It possible to make

exlco his prey by peacesbls means. Now
he utands in danger of un ncalculable war,
Who knows whether it can be prevented?
